Stats prove

Riding a bike too fast in Prospect 
Park can cause some serious damage 
— to your wallet. 

Park cops slapped cyclists with a 
whopping 188 tickets over the past four 
months compared to zero over the same 
period last year after several near-fatal 
bike-pedestrian crashes on the pop- 
ular roadway, according to exclusive 
documents obtained by The Brook- 
lyn Paper. 

“Cyclists need to know that a ticket 
is a very real possibility,” said Pros- 
pect Park Alliance President Emily 
Lloyd.

The battle for Brooklyn's byways 


summonses ranging between $50 and 
$200 for “failure to comply with bi- 
cycle restrictions” including running 
red lights, speeding, and riding against 
traffic as part of a ticket blitz intended 
to improve safety along the loop, city 
officials said. 

The summons figures are the first 
concrete evidence that the city wasn’t 


just spinning its wheels when it prom- 
ised to crack down on rogue cyclists 
in November. 

But some bike riders say stopping at 
every red light is unnecessary and diffi- 
cult, especially when riding downhill. 

“It’s hard — they’re asking us to 
screech to a halt,” said cyclist An- 
thony Lowe. 

“Pedestrians are part of the prob- 
lem, too.” 

Others cyclists who train for races 
on the loop say the lights should be set 
to blink yellow all the time — letting 
pelotons cruise through without fac- 
ing the risk of tickets — because there 
are few other places in the city where

Domino in play 

Developer puts site on market

This could be Brook- 
lyn’s sweetest real estate 
deal ever. 

The developers behind 
a plan to turn the former 
Domino Sugar factory into 
2,200 units of housing and 
retail space are trying to sell 
the massive waterfront pro- 
perty, according to multiple 
real estate sources. 


Industry insiders say the 
owners of the Williams- 
burg complex — Commu- 
nity Preservation Corpora- 
tion Resources and the Katan 
Group — have reached out to 
prospective buyers interested 
in taking over the planned 
mega-project that gained 
city approval less than two 
years ago. 

It’s a move that could make 
the developers a bundle with- 


out having to put a shovel 
in the ground, according to 
Creative Real Estate Group 
CEO Chris Havens. 

“It’s in play,” said Havens, 
who claims an interested cli- 
ent inquired about the Kent 
Avenue site. “They’ll make so 
much money selling it.” 

The developers purchased 
the site in 2004 for $55.8 mil- 
lion, according to city re-

Pies 'n' Thighs battles W'burg

It’s a real-life game of chicken. 

A Williamsburg civic group wants 
the gourmet fried-chicken shack 
Pies ’n’ Thighs to remove two out- 
door benches from the sidewalk in 
in front of the Southside eatery, but 
the Southern comfort food stalwart 
is refusing to surrender. 


Community Board 1 members 
stalled the S. Fourth Street restaurant’s 
liquor license renewal last month, ar- 
guing that the wooden benches are 
law-breaking public -safety hazards 
that draw crowds of late-night cus- 
tomers who disturb neighbors.

Mega-grocer

Whole Foods is coming to Wil- 
liamsburg. 

The organic supermarket 
mega-chain confirmed to The 
Brooklyn Paper on Wednesday 
that the company will open on 
Bedford Avenue by mid-2014, 


bringing fair-trade produce 
topped with housing to North 
Brooklyn and joining a planned 
grocery in Gowanus as the sec- 
ond Whole Foods slated to open 
in the borough. 

The Texas-based grocery chain 
has been eyeing a vacant, block- 
long lot on N. Fourth Street be- 


tween Bedford Avenue and Berry 
Street for several months as land- 
lord Yehuda Backer struggled 
with bankruptcy on other Brook- 
lyn developments. 

On Monday, three Manhattan 
developers paid $23 million for 
the fenced-in property that sat va- 
cant for nearly a decade — pav-

ing the way for Whole Foods to 
plant its presumably organic can- 
vas flag at the location, according 
to a column in our sister publica- 
tion the New York Post. 

Real estate brokers say the 
opening of a Whole Foods on the 
block — which already boasts 
a Duane Reade and an HSBC 


branch — is a natural fit. 

“There are going to be a lot 
of people moving into that area, 
given all that is planned, under 
construction, and has been built,” 
said Massey Knakal chairman 
Bob Knakal. “I think the main 
drivers would be there to sup- 
port a facility like that.”

City: Say farewell 
to Boardwalk wood

It’s official: the Boardwalk 
is going to get a concrete make- 
over. 

The city’s Public Design Com- 
mission unanimously approved 
the Parks Department’s plan to 
replace a section of the Board- 
walk with concrete and recy- 
cled plastic lumber on Monday 
— outraging Coney Island res- 
idents and preservationists who 
fear that the controversial project 
will ruin the historic beachfront 
walkway’s look and feel and pave 
the way toward turning the rest of 
the iconic 79-year-old promenade 
into an ordinary sidewalk. 

“This is a sad day for Coney 
Island when concrete is made 
a part of our Boardwalk,” said 
Rob Burstein, the president of

the Coney Brighton Boardwalk 
Alliance. 

The commission’s 6-0 vote 
gives the Parks Department per- 
mission to tear out the wooden 
Boardwalk between Coney Island 
Avenue and Brighton 15th Street, 
and install a 12-foot-wide con- 
crete lane that can support emer- 
gency vehicles. A 19-foot path- 
way built out of recycled plastic 
boards will be put on either side 
of the concrete path to accom- 
modate foot traffic, according 
to the city plan. 

But the Public Design Com- 
mission’s approval hinges on the 
Parks Department consideration 
of another alternative: moving the 
concrete lane to the Surf Avenue 
side of the Boardwalk so visitors 
to Coney Island can be closer to

Fire fighters 

Environmentalists protest 
proposed incineration plant

The city may install a kinder, 
gentler incinerator along the New- 
town Creek — but Greenpoint res- 
idents say they’re the ones who 
would get burned. 

The Department of Sanitation 
will evaluate proposals for a new 
facility that will convert 900 tons 
of solid waste into energy per day 
at nine possible locations in the 
city, including the National Grid 
site off Varick Avenue. 

The plant would use new tech- 
nologies, such as anaerobic di- 
gestion, gasification, and hy- 
drolysis — techniques Mayor 
Bloomberg touted as cutting edge 
in the waste -to -power game — 
to turn trash into energy instead 
of simply lighting the garbage on

Councilman Steve Levin’s 
got a gun, and he’s not afraid 
to use it! 

The Downtown Democrat is 
trying to crack down on reck- 
less Atlantic Avenue drivers by 
recording their speeds with a 
radar gun and sending the data 
straight to Mayor Bloomberg 
and Police Commissioner Ray 
Kelly. 

“It’s a matter of life and 
death,” said Levin, who toted 
the speed shooter outside his 
office near Bond Street on 
Wednesday. “We need real 
traffic calming measures.” 
Levin’s findings indicate a 
largely lawless road: 88 per- 
cent of motorists zipped by at 
about 10 miles per hour above 


the limit of 30 miles 
per hour. 

He even 
clocked 
an empty 
school bus 
racing past 
at 39 miles per 
hour and a 
BMW gun- 
ning it at 47 
miles per hour. 

Those speeds 
are no surprise to 
cycling advocate Eric 
McClure. 

“This is the wild west,” 
said McClure, who loaned 
Levin the radar gun he once 
used to track speeds on Pros- 
pect Park West. “If someone 
gets hit over here, they’re not 
going to survive.”

Norwegian Day Parade sets sail for Third Avenue

Norwegian Americans are hitching 
their parade float to Third Avenue’s suc- 
cess and breaking with nearly 40 years of 
tradition on Fifth Avenue in Bay Ridge 
thanks to shrinking attendance. 

The Norwegian-American 17th of

Hold the bus 

Residents protest B25

Residents on Main Street in DUMBO are demanding 
that the Metropolitan Transportation Authority re-route 
a bus that they claim causes traffic jams and road rage on 
their already cramped street — saying it’s only a matter 
of time before someone gets run over by the B25. 

“This is a huge problem that could easily be fixed,” 
said Ethan Goldman, an opponent of the B25 bus route. 
“But they refuse to listen.” 

For decades, the B25 bus has run from Downtown to 
DUMBO via Cadman Plaza West before heading east 
on Front Street to Main Street. 

But that was before the neighborhood became a hot 
spot for families and art houses including Galapagos 
Art Space and powerHouse Arena. 

Now during the morning rush, DUMBO residents com- 
plain that buses get stuck between illegally parked deliv- 
ery trucks and cars — creating a din of perpetual honk- 
ing in one of the noisiest neighborhood in the city. 

Off peak, the bus careens down the block before drop- 
ping off riders, critics of the route allege. 

Most Brooklynites would love 24-7 bus service in 
front of their homes, but Goldman and his Main Street 
neighbors say it would be safer to have the bus loop at 
Prospect, Washington and York streets instead. 

“It’s frightening just trying to get across the street,” 
said Jennifer Rapaport, a Main Street mom to 2-month- 
old and 3 -year-old boys. “We need public transporta- 
tion — just not here.” 

Goldman said the problem will only get worse after 
that the Department of Transportation creates a pedes- 
trian plaza near Pier 1 — preventing buses from doing 
U-turns on Old Fulton Street on weekends. 

The DUMBO Neighborhood Alliance devised alterna- 
tive routes, but an MTA spokeswoman said the changes 
would leave bus riders further from the neighborhood’s 
main attractions and slow service. 

“We feel that it is important that the route continues to 
serve the destinations closer to the water,” said spokes- 
woman Deirdre Parker. “The alternative streets that have 
been suggested would cause even more congestion.” 

By the MTA’s last count, the bus picked up 41 riders 
and dropped off 166 at Main and Water streets on aver- 
age weekdays in 2008. 

Rob Perris, district manager for Community Board 2 , said 
that the Department of Transportation tightened parking 
restrictions on the street and cops ampedup enforcement 
for a spell last fall, but it still didn’t solve the problem. 

“If the enforcement is only way that this bus route is 
going to work, that’s a sign that this isn’t a good plan,” 
he said. 


Bee all you can be 

The Navy Yard needs beekeepers 



Will you help apiary enthusiast Tim O'Neal set up 
the city's biggest commercial bee farm?

The perfect candidates for 
this gig have dedication, few 
allergies, and an ability to 
mind their own beeswax. 

Two beekeeping enthusiasts 
are creating the city’s first api- 
ary apprenticeship, where nec- 
tar novices will learn to main- 
tain a colony, produce honey 
andbreed all-natural Brooklyn 
bees at the Navy Yard. 

It’s not for the half-hearted 
— or those who are afraid 
of insects. 

“The only thing we’re ask- 
ing for is a little bit of pas- 
sion, to say ‘Yes, this is a good 
idea!’” said Tim O’Neal, a 
beekeeping veteran of 14 
years and the blogger be- 
hind Borough Bees. 

The free, seven-month pro- 
gram is the brainchildofO’Neal 
and Chase Emmons, head apia- 
rist of Brooklyn Grange — the 
shipyard’s new 45,000-square- 
foot rooftop farm. 

With 20 hives and two 
million honeybees, the brave 


new colonies will form the 
city’s largest commercial bee 
habitat. 

O’Neal and Emmons pro- 
vide all the equipment and in- 
struction, but the dozen lucky 
novices must devote at least 
four hours each weekend. 


Rookies will learn hive 
management, honey harvest- 
ing and even queen breed- 
ing — skills the program’s 
founders hope will turn the 
trainees into a new crop of 
urban agriculturalists. 

But sweet-toothed appli- 


cants beware: first-year hives 
sometimes produce little or 
no honey. 

That said, the bugs are 
so benign that they make 
for sweet pets, according to 
Emmons. 

“Once you get past the fear 
factor, it’s so much easier than 
having a cat,” he said. “The 
coolest thing is hanging out 
in the evening with a beer, 
when all the bees come back 
to the hive.”

Atheist message finds home 

Billboard rises after being blocked in Williamsburg

A billboard calling Judaism 
a myth went up in Greenpoint 
on Wednesday, after a Wil- 
liamsburg landlord thwarted 
attempts to install the ad near 
the neighborhood’s Hasidic I 
community. | 

The advertising company | 
Clear Channel and the na- & 
tional non-believing group £ 
American Atheists picked o 
a new spot for the billboard 
facing Brooklyn-bound driv- 
ers crossing the Kosciuszko 
Bridge at the corner of Stew- 
art Avenue and Thomas 
Street — about two miles 
north of the S. Fifth Street 
roof where building owner 
Kenny Stier prevented them 
from installing the bilingual 
sign on Tuesday morning. 

The new location wasn’t 
the one that American Athe- 
ists director David Silverman 


really wanted, but he de- 
scribed the site as “great.” 
“I still feel bad because 
of the Jews,” said Silver- 
man, who wanted the bill- 
board near Williamsburg’s 
Orthodox quarter in hopes of 
reaching atheists “trapped” 
within the strict religious 
community. 


Silverman blames the 
neighborhood’s spiritual 
leaders for blocking the ad. 

“It was drilled into me as 
a child that the Jewish people 
were persecuted and here we 
are facing religious bigotry 
from a Jew,” he said. 

Influential Williamsburg 
Rabbi David Niederman 


blasted the sign’s proposed 
placement in the Southside 
as “inappropriate” earlier this 
week, but denied any direct 
involvement in efforts to keep 
the billboard out of the neigh- 
borhood. 

Niederman, who runs the 
social services group United 
Jewish Organizations, could 
not be reached for comment 
on Thursday because of Pu- 
rim. 

At its new location, the ad 
could win converts among 
the nearly 160,000 drivers 
who take the bridge between 
Brooklyn and Queens daily. 

A Clear Channel spokes- 
man said the client is happy 
and the billboard has been 
inspected for safety in the 
wake of a freak, act of god 
accident that toppled another 
sign in January on the Brook- 
lyn-Queens expressway at 
Meeker Avenue.

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CRASH CLASH 

NYPD: Hit-and-run trucker goes free 
because bicyclist was partly to blame

The trucker involved in 
a hit-and-run that killed a 
cyclist in Williamsburg es- 
caped prosecution because 
cops say the bike rider was 
partly to blame. 

The N YPD’s highway divi- 
sion concluded that Bushwick 
artist Mathieu Lefevre tried 
to pass a truck on the right 
at a Morgan Avenue last Oc- 
tober, convincing cops they 
shouldn’t charge the motorist 
— even though driver Leon- 
ardo Degianni wasn’t signal- 
ling when he veered into the 
30-year-old cyclist, according 
to police documents. 

“The bicyclist is sub- 
jected to the vehicle traffic 
law when there is no marked 
bicycle lane and should not 
have been passing on the right 
while on the one lane road-

way,” reads the accident re- 
port, which was first pub- 
lished by Streetsblog. 

An attorney for the Lefe- 
vre family said the NYPD is 
wrong in blaming the cyclist, 
calling the decision the latest 
in a long line errors, includ- 
ing inaccurate documenta- 
tion of the truck’s direction at 


the time of the crash and the 
department’s failure to col- 
lect blood samples and other 
evidence from the scene. 

“A cyclist can pass on the 
right when there is sufficient 
room to do so,” said lawyer 
Steve Vaccaro. “In this case, 
there was sufficient room. 
This is just one more mis- 
take by the NYPD.” 

Cycling advocates have 
long criticized cops for 
quickly closing the case 
and not arresting the driver 
who struck Lefevre and left 
the scene. And even though 
the newly released document 
blames both the motorist and 
the cyclist for the crash, the 
bike boosters say the N YPD’s 
findings settle nothing. 

“The NYPD should not 
be acting as judge and jury 
— that’s why we have judges 
and juries,” said Transpor- 


tation Alternatives spokes- 
man Michael Murphy. “By 
rushing to exonerate deadly 
drivers and jumping to blame 
victims like Mathieu Lefe- 
vre, the police are essentially 
telling dangerous drivers that 
there are no consequences for 
their lethal behavior.” 

The Lefevre family sued 
police in January to obtain 
a full accident report and 
surveillance video from the 
scene — footage they claim 
would prove that the cyclist 
was not at fault. 

Cops say they have dis- 
closed case documents, but 
the family’s attorney argued 
that police failed to turn over 
critical video footage show- 
ing the moment of the col- 
lision — though the NYPD 
did hand over a file includ- 
ing several photos of the Lefe- 
vre family. 

Lefevre’s mother, Erika, 
called forprosecutors to charge 
the driver at a Council hearing 
on traffic safety last month. 

“Our dealings with the 
NYPD have made the loss even 
more painful,” said Lefevre at 
a hearing. “The NYPD must 
take traffic crime seriously in- 
stead of trivializing it.”

cords, and nearly sold it to 15 
investors for $200 million in 
December before the deal fell 
through after some backers got 
skittish about the project’s fi- 
nances and zoning variances, 
Kalmon Dolgin senior direc- 
tor Bob Klein said. 

“You have to be a big 
player to tackle Domino,” 
said Klein. “They were go- 
ing to break it up into partner- 
ships but it fell apart.” 

Susan Pollock, vice pres- 
ident of the developers, did 
not deny that the project — 
once slated to be worth be- 
tween $1.2 billion and $2 bil- 
lion when completed — is on 
the market. 

“We are pursuing various 
options that will achieve our 
goals — to realize value for 
ourselves and our partners and 
to insure that development is 
consistent with all project en- 
titlements,” said Pollack, who 
previously acknowledged her 
company was seeking more 
investors to help get the proj- 
ect underway. 

The developer’s Williams- 
burg allies insist that Commu- 
nity Preservation Corporation 
Resources is not walking away 
from the project — citing the 
recent hiring of new CEO Ra- 
fael Cestero, former head of 
the city’s Department ofHous- 
ing andPreservationDevelop- 


ment as proof. 

“Why would they choose 
Rafael as their lead if they 
want to back out?” said 
Churches United director 
Rob Solan, a long-time sup- 
porter of the Domino plan 
— which calls for 660 units 
of below market rate hous- 
ing and two sky- scraping 
34-story towers. “I do be- 
lieve they’re trying to get 
more investors.” 

Cestero did not respond 
to requests for comment 
and Katan Group president 
Isaac Katan declined to dis- 
cuss the state of Domino. For-

Redefining ‘Success’ 

Controversial charter ups its marketing 


advertisements at bus and 
subway stations, a wave of 
mailings, and eager canvass- 
ers dispatched outside Green- 
point’s PS 31 and PS 34 — as 
an effort to re-shape public 
opinion surrounding the po- 
litically connected charter. 

Angry neighborhood par- 
ents sued the Success Charter 
Network, the Department of 


Education, and the State Uni- 
versity of New York earlier 
this month, accusing school 
officials of not conducting 
enough outreach in Wil- 
liamsburg’s Hispanic com- 
munity. 

The suit didn’t stop the city 
from approving the school’s 
charter, but a court could still 
block Success’s plan.

The charter school group 
behind a controversial plan 
to open an elementary school 
in Williamsburg is stepping 
up its marketing efforts with 
pizza parties and pamphle- 
teering to recruit new stu- 
dents and win neighborhood 
support after angry parents 
sued the organization for sti- 
fling opposition and not con- 
ducting community outreach 
in the Latino Southside. 

Last Wednesday, staff- 
ers with former Council- 
woman Eva Moskowitz’s 
Success Charter Network 
served slices to moms and 
dads who had applied to 
the new school, which will 
share space in a S. Third 
Street building with MS 50 
at Anna Maria Pizzeria on 
Bedford Avenue. 

Dozens of parents sign- 
ing an affidavit that Success 
may use in court to prove it 
has the backing of the com- 
munity. 

Opponents of the school 
see the pizza promotion — 
coupled with new bilingual

the beach. The Public Design 
Commission also requested 
that the city look into replacing 
a small section of the Board- 
walk with new wood. 

But city officials say they’ve 
studied other alternatives — 
such as using sturdy Black 
Locust lumber, which is fa- 
vored by preservationists for 
the Boardwalk — and found 
that concrete andrecycledplas- 
tic lumber were still the best 
and cheapest options. 

“We would greatly prefer 
to use wood,” Alex Hart, a 


top Parks designer, said. “But 
there’s nothing out there that 
will work.” 

Critics say the Public De- 
sign Commission’s recom- 
mendations are meaningless, 
since the city isn’t required 
to conduct these tests. 

“It’s a done deal even 
though we don’t want con- 
crete,” said Todd Dobrin, 
the head of Friends of the 
Boardwalk. 

More than 40 people tes- 
tified against the city’s plan 
during a raucous four-hour 
hearing.

Brooklyn is going crazy for toppings

C ondiments this fancy haven’t 
been made in factories this 
hip since the days of Andy 
Warhol. 

Toppings are on top of the food 
chain in Brooklyn with a fleet of lo- 
cal producers selling — and squeez- 
ing — new types of mustard, may- 
onnaise, ketchup, relish and the like 
onto the borough’s plates. And one 
of the main motivations behind the 


spread of the spreads is economic, 
some sauce-makers say. 

“With the economy being low, 
people are looking for simple ways 
to dress up a simple meal,” said 
Elizabeth Valleau, who is about 
a month away from opening Em- 
pire Mayo, a tony mayonnaise shop 
in Prospect Heights that will sell 
varieties of egg yolk spread like 
smoked paprika, lime pickle, and 
black garlic.

they’re eating.” 

Brooklynites can now choose 
from an astounding selection of 
borough-made toppings to dress 
up their food, like mustard from 
the Navy Yard by the spice sellers 
Tin, Mexican chip toppings from 
Bushwick’s Brooklyn Salsa, and 
jam from the preservationists at 
Anarchy in a Jar.

It’s no prune 

The Gallery Players powerful take on the ra- 
cially-charged “A Raisin in the Sun” once again 
proves the classic is the Morgan Freeman of plays: 
it’s more than 70 years old and still relevant. 

The story follows a pre- civil rights era black 
family from Chicago that 
wants to break out of pov- 
erty — and stay true to it- 
self — after coming across 
a life-changing chunk of 
money, and its themes can 
be applied to modern-day, 
gentrifying Brooklyn, its 
maker says. 

“It’s amazing how 
contemporary it still is

and encourage the demo- 
cratic power of the individ- 
ual to decide how to eat,” 
said Nealon. 

In fact, toppings have long 
been a food of the people. 

“If you look at the his- 
tory of cookery, ‘bourgeois 
cookery’ was full of condi- 
ments while ‘royal cookery’ 
has none.” 

Perhaps the borough’s 
high-end condiment craze 
isn’t as luxurious as it sounds, 
but the fact that Brooklynites 
are going out of their way for 
fancy toppings says some- 
thing about our tastes — and 
ourselves. 

“People intuit condiments 
as the basis of choice in food 
and control over their diets,” 
Nealon said. “People have a 
yearning to control their food 
destiny.”

Does not liking the 
bathroom humor of “Futur- 
ama” mean I am just going to 
become some shadowy silent 
figure who serves up meals 
with a smile? 

I think that maybe I should 
change what I discuss with 
them. Maybe the Holocaust 
doesn’t need to be brought 
into every conversation. I 


could complain less about 
“Naked Gun II” and put off 
pushing them to watch subti- 
tled foreign films, like “My 
Life as a Dog.” 

But even if I could stand 
to shift my topic choices 
slightly, shouldn’t my kids 
gloss over their disinterest 
and discomfort with my con- 
versation topics, like most 
other people do, and not tell 
me directly that they’re not 
at all interested? Shouldn’t I 
teach them the social graces 
of dealing with an incessant 
chatterbox like their mother? 
Wouldn’t that be good for 
them. 

I decided that I can’t let 
them get away with it, for 
their own sake. 

“Sweetie,” I say, to which- 
ever one has decided to tune 
me out. “You can just nod and 
let me go on a bit, then sub- 
tly change the subject. That’s 


what people do.” 

But even if I use these inci- 
dents as teachable moments, 
it doesn’t take away the pain. 
I am hurt by their disinter- 
est. If the very people I gave 
— those I should have easy 
companionship with — find 
me boring, well then where 
does that leave me? 

It buoys me only slightly 
to know I am not alone. Big 
G, even with a penis and an 
interest in sophomoric humor 
that appeals to the boys, ac- 
knowledged that he also gets 
shut down. But he deals with 
it as only guys can. 

“I just ignore it when they 
tell me to shut up,” he told me 
with a shrug when I shared 
with him my troubles. 

Aaaah, yes. Men steel 
themselves better against di- 
rect criticism and ribbing, it 
seems, or at least they pre- 
tend to. 


And a neighbor shared 
with me her story of a teen- 
age daughter who told her to 
keep some distance when she 
showed up at school. 

“She didn’t want me 
around at all,” the woman 
said with a sad smile. 

Then she told me in a whis- 
per how she knows she is still 
high on the charts of her 
daughter’s favorite people. 

“She still likes to snug- 
gle at night.” 

I was enlightened. 

No matter how many 
times they might cut me off 
or roll their eyes, how BOR- 
ING they might find my com- 
mentary, my boys are always 
desperate for my attention 
during that important time 
before they rest their tired 
bodies. There, quietly in their 
bunks, they fight over who I 
will cuddle with second — 
and likely fall asleep next 
to — acknowledging that 
maybe I’m okay. That they 
actually love me — a lot. 

Phew. 

In those yawning, vulner- 
able, pre-slumber moments 
I try not to speak, except to 
repeat, over and over again, 
“I love you, too.”

fire and then chucking it into 
a landfill. 

“This project will help 
us determine if some of that 
waste can be converted to 
safe, clean energy to meet the 
city’s growing power needs,” 
Bloomberg said. 

A sanitation spokeswoman 
insists the new facility is “not 
an incinerator” and would not 
use conventional “mass burn” 
techniques, but environmen- 
talists warn that most other 
methods — which turn gar- 
bage into a gas and then ignite 
the vapor — still release toxic 
by-products into the air and 
should not be used in densely 
populated areas. 

“It’s still an incinerator,” 
said Michael Heimbinder of 
the environmental mapping 
group, Habitat Maps. “This 
is not a solution to our gar- 
bage issue.” 

The proposal arose from 
the city’s efforts to double the 
rate of waste diverted from 


landfills from 15 percent to 30 
percent, starting in 2006. 

“It’s good that the mayor 
is looking at different ways 
to handle the city’s waste, 
but we’re concerned about 
this,” said Greenpoint res- 
ident Laura Hofmann, 
whose activist group, OUT- 
RAGE, sent a letter to Mayor 
Bloomberg last month along 
with 30 other environmen- 
tal organizations to protest 
the proposal. “An incinerator 
would further jeopardize the 
air quality. Between an in- 
crease in waste truck traffic 
and rising asthma rates, this 
could affect our health.” 

Neighborhood residents 
have stopped incinerators in 
North Brooklyn in the past, 
most famously stymieing for- 
mer Mayor Koch’s plan in 
1981 to add an incinerator in 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

But the new site would 
be much closer to Green- 
point residents — National 
Grid’s land is only a few 


blocks from a large public 
housing complex and scores 
of other homes. 

And the city is also con- 
sidering locating the facil- 
ity at the Phelps Dodge plot, 
just across from Greenpoint 
in Queens. 

Both plots of land are cur- 
rently considered state Su- 
perfund sites, and are being

elo, who owns Nordic Deli- 
cacies on Third Avenue, the 
last such business in the area, 
but said that didn’t influence 
her committee’s decision to 
reroute the merry march. 

“We’re trying to build Bay 
Ridge as a whole,” she said. 
“Fifth Avenue [Business Im- 
provement District] has been 
a great sponsor, and they’re 
continuing to sponsor our 
parade.” 

Rutuelo pointed out that 
this was the third time the cel- 
ebration was relocated to fol- 
low the money trail: The cav- 
alcade originally went down 
Sunset Park’s Eighth Ave- 
nue, once named “Fapskaus 
Boulevard” after a North Eu- 
ropean stew, but now home 
to mostly Asian Americans. 
In the 1970s, it followed the 
Scandinavian population to 
Fifth Avenue. 

“Every time it’s moved, it’s 
been for financial reasons,” 
Rutuelo said. “It’s about find- 
ing the best route for the pa- 
rade.” 


Pies ’n’ Thighs co-owner 
Sarah Sanneh said the benches 
give her customers a place to 
sit while they wait for a ta- 
ble. She would consider asking 
diners to wait at a nearby bar 
and call their phone when a 
table is ready, but has been re- 
searching her options to retain 
the wooden structures. 

“We love them, we’re try- 
ing to find out a way to keep 
them,” said Sanneh. “Ifthere’s 
a way to keep the status quo, 
that’s our first choice. We’re 
the most above-board restau- 
rant in the world. We’ll always 
try to do it the right way.” 

CB1 liquor committee 
chairman Mieszko Kalita said 
that Sanneh should apply for 
a sidewalk cafe license, which 
would allow outdoor seating, 
but clear away the benches in 
the meantime. 

“I absolutely understand 
they don’t mean any harm, 
they just want a sitting place 
for any customers — but 
clearly it’s against the law,” 
he said. 

ButNorth Brooklyn restau- 
rant and bar owners are stand- 
ing up for their flock, call- 
ing the board’s prohibitions 
on outdoor furniture pecu- 
liar and arbitrary. 

“If you’re a popular busi- 
ness and that’s the only kind 
business that will generate 
jobs in this neighborhood, 
then what are you supposedto 
do?” said Felice Kirby, owner 
of Teddy’s Bar and the orga- 
nizer of a new group of Wil- 
liamsburg food and nightlife 
proprietors. “String customers 
up on a tree? Fet them sit on 
people’s stoops? Jam them in- 
side and get a fire summons? 


There shouldn’t be loud distur- 
bances, but that doesn’t nec- 
essarily have anything to do 
with chairs and benches.” 

Pies ’n’ Thighs first opened 
in 2006 under the shadow of 
the Williamsburg Bridge, but 
the much-buzzed-about bar- 
becue and fried chicken joint 
closed in January 2008 be- 
cause city inspectors objected 
to its ventilation. 

Two years later, Pies ’n’ 
Thighs reopened in a for- 
mer bodega on the corner of S. 
Fourth Street and Driggs Ave- 
nue, installed its benches, and 
began serving its trademark 
deep-fried chicken, pulled 
pork, fried catfish, and a wide 
array of pies and tarts. 

The restaurant, which 
serves food from 9 am to mid- 
night, hasn’t received any vis-
